to this designation, saying that confer­ 
ences never bound anyone and that he 
wanted it detluitely understood whether 
this meeting was to be binding or a 
friendly chat, without further results, 
for if it was not to bind all senators on 
all schedules he would not agree to 
abiile by the decision upon the sugar 
que-tioii.

Au important feature of the caucus

This determ­ 
ination was reached upon a suggestion 
made bv Senator Thurston. 
This sug­ 
gestion led to the most interesting in­ 
cident of the caucus. 
There had been 
several references to the meeting as a 
“conference.” 
Mr. Thurston objected 
to this designation, saying that confer­ 
vae* s never bound anyone and that he 
wanted it definitely understood whether 
this meeting wa* to bo binding or a 
friendly chat, without further results. 
for if it was not to bind all senators on 
ah schedule* he would not agree to 
abide by the decision upon the sugar 
question. 
This speech brought Senator Hanna 
to his feet with an earnest, plea for 
party harmony and united effort on all 
the ‘features of the bill. 
He referred 
to rho apparent divisions at present ag­ 
isting in the senate aud said it was 
high time that a perfect understanding 
was reached. 
Senator Thurston then put his sug- 
gestiou in tile shape of a motion to the 
effect that the agreement of tho cau­ 
cus should be binding upon all Re pub­ 
lican senators and it carried by a large 
majority. 
I he text of the now sugar schedule is 
as follows: 
Sugars not above No. IO Dutch stand­ 
ard in color, tank bottoms, syrups of cane 
juice, I rn dada, concentrated melada, con­ 
crete and concent rated molasses, testing 
by tile polariscope not above 75 degrees, 
I cent per pound; and for every additional 
degree shown bv tin* polariscope test, 
thrce-one hundredths of I cent per pound 
additional, and fractions of a degree lit 
proportion; and on sugar above No. 19 
butch standard in color and on all sugar 
which has gone through a process of relin­ 
ing, one cent and ninety live one-hun- 
dmdths of I cent |s*r pound; molasses 
testing above IO degrees and not above 50 
degrees, 3 cents per gallon; testing 50 de­ 
gree;- and above, 0 cents per gallon; sugar 
druinings and sugar sweepings shall bt* 
subject to duty as molasses or sugar as 
the case may be, according to polariscope 
test; sugars, tank bottoms, syrups, cane 
juicy or beet juice, melada, concentrated 
melada and concrete and concent rat ed 
molasses, the product of any country 
which pays, directly or indirectly, a 
bounty on the export thereof, whether im­ 
ported directly and in condition as ex­ 
ported therefrom, or otherwise, shall pay, 
in addition to the foregoing rates, a duty 
equal to such bounty, or so much thereof 
as may lie in excess of auy tax collected 
by such country upon such exported arti­ 
cle, or upon the beet or cane from which it 
was produced. 
A new paragraph is added reading 
as follows; 
That t he duty on molasses clayed, jog 
gery and other" sugars testing not above 
bf degrees by the polariscope shall be one- 
tenth of one cent per pound less than 
those imposed by the preceding paragraph 
on the corresponding tests of sugar. 
The failure of the caucus to take 
^teps looking to the protection of the 
Hawaiian reciprocity treaty has caused 
considerable comment, but the friends 
of Hawaii in the senate say that the 
omission was due to no other reason 
than the want of sufficient time. 
They 
feel confident that if the point had 
been reached an amendment similar to 
that proposed by Senator Davis con­ 
tinuing the treaty in force would have 
been accepted. 
They base this assertion upon tho

W ashington, June 9.—By the decis­ 
ive vote of 42 to 19 the senate adopted 
an amendment to the tariff bill placing 
raw cotton, the great product of the 
south, on the dutiable li>tat 20 per cent 
ad valorem. 
It is the first time iii the 
history of tariff’ legislation that a duty 
on cotton hug been incorporated in a 
bin. 
The amendment was proposed by Mr. 
Bacon (Dem., (ia.) on his individual re­ 
sponsibility and without the approval 
of the finance committee, which thus 
far has been requisite to the success of 
every amendment, except a minor one, 
which went through by default. 
The amendment led to a spirited de­ 
bate, Democratic senators disclosing a 
wide difference of views and at times 
exchanging sharp personal criticisms. 
On the final vote six Democrats, Bacon 
and Clay (Ga.), McEnery (La ), Mc- 
Laurin and Tillman (S. C. I aud Raw­ 
lins (Utah), voted with the Republicans 
for the Bacon amendment, while the 
negative vote was solidly Democratic, 
with one exception, Kyle, Hopulist. 
The debate on cotton took up the most 
of the day and but little progress was 
made on the bill. 
Early in the day the sugar schedule 
was passed over temporarily ttndJ^ e 
agricultural schedule taken up.

Thoro are several substitutes for glass 
in use in Germany, the chief among 
them being teetotum, fensf.erp.ippe and 
aornglas. 
Teetotum consist** of a gal­ 
vanized iron web covered with a gelat­ 
inous substance and is translucent, hat 
ant transparent. 
It is described as a 
in bsf alice that can be bent without be­ 
ing broken and is both tough and flexi­ 
ble. It is said not to tie softened by the 
rays of the sun, is nonsoluble, and is 
not affected by severe cold. It is a poor 
?onductor of heat and is well adapted 
for roofs on account of its extreme light­ 
ness. 
When exposed to the sun, it loses its 
original yellowish color in time and be­ 
comes harder and more durable. 
One 
advantage is that it can bo easily re­ 
paired in case it is cut, does not break 
and is well adapted for factory windows 
and skylights for hothouse, market 
halls, verandas, transportable buildings 
and for roofing. 
For ordinary hotbeds and forcing 
houses, such as are used by most florists 
aud market gardeners, there is another 
and cheaper substitute for glass in the 
so called fensterpappe, which is a tough, 
strong manilla 
paper, that may be 
stretched on large sashes or frames and 
saturated by painting the exposed sur­ 
face with boiled linseed oil until it be­ 
comes translucent ami impervious to 
water. Light wooden frames, 40 inches 
in width, and of any desired length, are 
provided and covered with the paper, 
which is fastened by nailing at the 
edges and then painted with ordinary 
boiled linseed oil until the paper is so 
saturated that the last. coat of oil forms 
a smooth, glistening surface, like var­ 
nish. As soon as dry the frame is ready 
for use. 
It admits sufficient light for 
growing plants, does uot require to be 
shaded in hot sunshine, is light, dur­ 
able, secure against breakage by hail or 
ordinary accident, and, taking every­ 
thing into account, is said to be about 
IOO times cheaper than glues. 
It is 
largely used by florists and market gar­ 
deners in the district of Frankfort, and 
their general verdict is strongly in its 
favor, although for handsome conserva­ 
tories, skylights, etc., it possesses less 
durability aud none of the neatness aud 
elegance of teetotum. 
Finally, there is a new product, called 
hornglas, which has been recently pat* 
j ented aud placed on the German market. 
Hornglas resembles teetotum in appear­ 
ance, with the difference that it is thin­ 
ner, and consequently lighter in weight, 
and the insoluble gelatin with which 


I the wire gauze is covered is whiter and 
more nearly transparent than teetorium, 
although it may be colored red, green, 
blue or any other tint that may be de­ 
sired for special purposes. It is manu­ 
factured in two qualities, one being of 
heavier wiro aud witli larger meshes 
than the other. 
The special advantage 
claimed for hornglas is that it does uot 
soften nuder sun heat and is therefore 
adapted to use in any climate without 
the danger of becoming so soft and ad­ 
hesive as to retain dust and dirt. 
Its 
uses aud general characteristics are sim­ 
ilar to those of teetorium.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

Mr. A. Ulrich of Chicago, who once 
lived in New Orleans and is familiar 
with the matter of which he speaks, 
sends in the following wry interesting j 
account of the way in which crawfish 
arr taken by tile men who fish for tin rn. 
He says: 
“ Around New Orleans there 
are 
iwainps which are always tieing hunted 
for crawfish, and yet the supply is un- ; 
limited fcn* numerous art* they that one 
Cannot leave fish on a string in the wa­ 
ter, for they will tear the fish into 
shreds. 
“ A small net about the size of a but- . 
terfly net. aliout ten cords, each two feet 
long, ami 5 cents' worth of meat com­ 
plete the outfit for one person. 
“ In the swamp there are small islands 
and long neeks of land which intersect 
one another in all directions and upon 
which tile catchers go. 
“The start is usually made in the 
early morning, when the sun does not 
shine so fiercely and walking is much 
easier. 
“ Arriving at their destination, they 
cut their meat into small pieces about 
two inches around. Each piece is now 
attached to one of the cords. After this 
they are thrown into the water, aud the 
other end of the cord is attached to a 
stick which is stuck into the ground so 
that the crawfish cannot pull the meat 
away. One usually waits a few minutes, 
and then when the cord is gently rais**d 
the catcher will see about half a dozen 
crawfish with their pinchers stuck into 
the meat, cating ravenously. 
“The net is now gently put into the 
water directly under them, and with a 
sudden jerk they are landed, for as soon 
as they strike the air they will let loose 
of the meat. 
“ The crawfish are of a large species. 
The writer has caught some measuring 
IO inches from tip to tip. 
These are by 
no means uncommon. 
“ The average catch for three persons 
is about ail ordinary bucketful. The
